on conditions in San Antonio, the 
largest Mexican center in Texas; 
Eagle Pass, a border town with a 
population of between 60 and 75 
per cent Mexican, and Waco, with 
a 
Mexican 
population 
of about 


three per cent. 
Based on the last census, 
he 


said, there 
were 
approximately 


110,000 Mexicans 
in these 
three 


centers as compared to the total 
population of about 400,000. 


"This seems to indicate 
that 


Mexican children are either better 
behaved

chil- 


dren or that their michievousness 
is carried on under such 
condi- 


tions as not to bring them to the 
attention of the law,'' Dr. Hand- 
man stated.

of the collapse in the price of our most staple 
and dependable crop: COTTON. 


Many other industries, in fact almost all of 
them, are organized for their welfare through 
either their own initiative or under legislative 
direction; as,' witness the association of rail- 
roads demanding freight rate advances; the 
recent fight by insurance associations to main- 
tain their rates; Legislation just enacted to pro- 
mote the oil industry, with the added force 
of the militia; the highest tariffs in history pro- 
tecting manufacturers; concerted movement by 
organized labor to maintain high labor stan- 
dards; and we believe the present situation is so 
extraordinary and the outcome so hazardous 
that ordinary methods will not prevent a crisis 
in the cotton-growing industry. 
South-wide 


movements are under way to limit production 
of cotton to the needs of spinners, under ma- 
chinery to be set up by legislative enactment, 
and thereby improve the price of both the cot- 
ton now on hand and that soon to be forced 
on the market. 


We therefore call on farmers and those closely 
allied to the farming industry to meet at the 
courthouse at Corsicana, Texas, Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, at 2 p. m., August 25, to formulate some 
recommendation that is calculated to benefit 
the cotton-growing industry, and prevent dis- 
aster to it, and other callings depending upon 
its welfare.

TEXANS LIVING UNDER SOME 


TWO HUNDRED NEW LAWS AS 


RESULT LEGISLATIVE LABORS 


AUSTIN, Aug. S3.—&F5—Texans 
today were keenly ' aware of at 
least one of the approximately 
200 laws which became effective 
at 
midnight—that levying a 3- 
cnnt 
a package tax on cigarets. 
Some of the other laws were im- 
portant but they probably did not 
affect directly so many people. All 
cigaret 
smokers who had 
not 


stocked up for a few days had to 
pay three tc five cents more a 
package. 


The state had made all plans to 
enforce the law. Retailers had to 
place the tax stamps on the stock 
they had on hand at 
midnight. 
In the future, 
the firm making 
the first intrastate sale will affix 
the stamps. State officials, seek- 
ing money for the general reve- 
nue and the school funds, hoped 
few people would vorder from out- 
side the state or would switch to 
other forms of smoking. 
They 
expected the tax to bring in some 
J4,TOO,000 annually. 
Two important statutes which 


were operative theoretically today 
for the first time, were the new 
truck 
laws. 
Their 
enforcement 
had been restrained 
by federal 
court injunctions at Houston. The 
laws reduce the size'and load of 
trucks and give the railroad com- 
mission added regulatory powers. 


Sunday moving picture shows 


and theatre attractions will bo le- 
gal tomorrow in cities which de- 
sire them. They had been barred 
for 60 years but many cities had 
disregarded the law. 


Other new statutes placed a 2- 


per cent tax on natural gas pro- 
duction, increased the sulphur tax 
from 55 to 75 cents a ton, increas- 
ed the levy on peddlers and Im- 
posed a 8 cent a barrel tax on 
cement. 


Thfi laws effective today were 


passed without a two-thirds ma- 
jority or without an emergency 
clause during the regular session. 
Such laws become effective 
90 
days after a session adjourns.

AUSTIN, Aug.

H. Sheppard, state 
comptroller, 
said the peddlers' tax would not 
be enforced until Sept. 1, 1931. 


The law becomes effective today 


but provides for payment of the 
tax on or before Sept. 1 and ped- 
dlers will not be penalized for 
operating the rest 
of August, 
Eheppard said. 


Licenses must be Issued to the 
individual peddler and not to the 
firms or corporations by which 
they are employed.

Texans will wake tomorrow 
morning with, a set of new 
laws hanging 
over their 


heads. 


Approximately 200 laws 


passed at the regular session 
of the 42nd legislature will 
become effective at midnight to- 
night, 90 days after the 
adjourn- 


ment of the law making body. 


Citizens will be only vaguely 
aware of many laws that will be a 
part of the statutes. But the av- 
erage citizen will or is likely to 
be affected by, a considerable num- 
ber of the new laws. 


Perhaps the law that will be 


the most keenly felt by the larg- 
est number of persons is the one 
levying the tax of three cents per 
package on cigarets. 
This 
tax 
'alone is expected to raise between 
$5,000,000 and 
$6,000,000 for 
the 


benefit of the general revenue and 
school funds. Both of these funds 
are doing a considerable 
portion 


of their business in red ink. 


Tobacco dealers were doing a 


rushing business as smokers stock- 
ed up on cigarets before the tax 
deadline. 
The retail price of a 


.package of 20 "fags" dealers said, 
I would be 18 cents straight, or two 
packages for 35 cents. They tor-, 
mcrly sold two for 25 cents.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21. 
W—The Wickersham com- 
mission -places the annual 
cost of crime in this" coun- 
try at beyond a thousand 
million dollars. 


Its latest report reached 


no lump-sum estimate but 
contained a series of staggering 
statistics which even in their con- 
ceded incompleteness 
snowed 
a 
tremendous toll taken by crimin- 
ality. 


Prohibition was- named by the 


657-page document, made 
public 
today after resting for at least a 
•week on President Hoover's book- 
shelf, as a heavy contributor to 
this high cost. 


It was estimated that $34,828,- 


550, or two-thirds of all the gov- 
ernment 
funds ' appropriated for 


the administration of federal crim- 
inal justice during the year 19"')- 
30, were expended toward prohibi- 
tion enforcement alone. 


Studding almost every page of 


the report were scores of other 
certified and 
estimated 
figures 


dealing with .both 
the annual di- 


rect and indirect cost of crime. 
Totalled, they reached well above 
the $1,119,790,000 mark, or more 
than $3,000,000 a. day. 


Here are some of the major 
findings: 


Hundreds of investigators, delv- 


ing into the records of 300 cities 
of .more than 25,000 population, 
found annual expenditures to com- 
bat crime were more than $247,- 
000,000. 


Investigation into the activities 


of the states found expenditures 
of approximately 
$51,720,000 anru- 
ally upon penal and correctional 
institutions and parole. 


The 
federal 
government 
was 
shown to contribute 
about $52,- 


786,000, annually to criminal jus- 
tice, of which prohibition gets 66 
per cent, the anti-narcotic and mo- 
tor vehicle theft laws 10.8 per cent 
and all other criminal laws but 
23.2 per cent. 


Other Crime Costs. 
More than $10,000,000 is paid 
each year in the larger cities for 
crime protective 
services;

through known fraudulent uses of

In addition, indirect costs esti- 


mated 'to run Into the hundreds of 
millions were noted, even where 
actual figures were available. 


Goldthwaite H. Dorr, and Sid- 
ney P. Simpson, of the New'York 
bar, who engineered the study for 
the 
commission, 
asserted 
these 


figures were but fragmentary. 
It was pointed out that the limi- 


tations of time and 
funds 
had 


balked even an estimate upon such 
huge levies as those extracted by 
organized 
bootlegging, extortion, 


racketeering, thefts of uninsured 
property, 
fradulent 
bankruptcies, 


bucketshops, and confidence games, 
ranging from the sale of "gold 
bricks" to fixing fights and races. 


No Curtailment Urged. 


The 11 members of the commis- 


sion made clear they did not ad- 
vocate a reduction in the cost of 
crime through slicing the cost ol 
law enforcement agencies. 
The 
commission asserted 
these costs 


were "of less economic importance 
than the losses inflicted by the 
criminal, so that it is much more 
Important from an economic stand- 
point to increase the efficiency of 
the 
administration 
of 
criminal 


justice than to decrease Us cost.1' 


The 
commission recommended 
that "nation-wide 
thorough 
and 


scientific studies of racketeering 
and organized extortion should be 
made." 


It also urged "the efficiency of 


police administration" be increas- 
ed to a level "commensurate" with 
the expenditures made for 
this 


service; that economy be effected 
in penal treatment through 
the 


use of probation and parole; that 
more money be spent on prosecu- 
tion; that steps be taken for the 
suitable 
compensation 
of 
jurors 


and witnesses; and that encour- 
agement be given waivers of trial 
by jury. 


COST OF COMBATTING CRIME 


IN SOME TEXAS CITIES GETS 
IN WICKERSHAM STATEMENT 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—(/P)—In the maze of figures presented 


today by the Wickersham commission on the high costs of crime in 
the United States, special reference was made to the expenditures for 
securing criminal justice in Texas cities. 


A huge total of $243,551,915 was reported expended to this end 


alone during the fiscal year 1930 by 300 of the nation's 365 cities 
of over 25.000 population. 


The average per capita cost of criminal justice in the cities stud- 


ied was placed at $5.47 for the fiscal year 1930.
